Michael Gibbons, re- 
ligious education teacher at 
St, Albert High, presented 
a report on his course to 
the trustees at the Nov, 15 
meeting of the St. Albert 
Catholic school board, 

Mr. Gibbons said this 
course is one of the most 
difficult to teach, and added 
that the relationship between 
a student and his religious 
education teacher is a very 
personal one, ‘‘Religion isa 
very personal thing and we 
are teaching a very per- 
sonalized course,’’ he said, 

Mr. Gibbons feels the 
main responsibility for the 
child’s religious training is 
in the home, ‘School relig- 
jous training is merely an 
extension of that. We can 
only supplement the training 
provided in the church and 
the home.’”’ 

He also expressed a de- 
Sire to have the course 
spread throughout the whole 
school year, ‘“‘lam now gett- 
ing to know my students very 
well, but at Christmas time 
I lose them,’’ Mr, Gibbons 
said, ‘Religious educatior 
is not something that should 
be turned on at the start of 
the first semester and 
turned off for the second 
half of the year,’’ 

Mr. Gibbons said it is 
most important that parents 
become more aware of what 
is being taught in the course 
and is now working on an 
arrangement which will en- 
courage parental involve- 
ment, 

The catechetical team in- 
cludes Father Duchesneau, 
Leon Tellier and Mr, Gibb- 
ons,

Trustee Ernest Howrish 
reported on a meeting he 
attended recently. The 
meeting was called by Stur- 
geon school division to dis- 
cuss the fate of the, now 
vacant, Mission Park school 
building, The building, just 
east of Father Jan school, 
became vacant with the 
opening of the new Sturgeon 
Heights school, 

Mr. Howrish said the 
meeting was attended by re- 


presentatives of the school 
districts, the town, several 
service clubs and a repre- 
sentative from the depart- 
ment of education, The latter 
advised the meeting that the 
School cannot be disposed 
of without approval of the 
minister of education, 

Mr, Howrish said it was 
pointed out that the annual 
maintenance cost of the 
Mission Park school is app- 
roximately 2,000; this 
amount includes heat, light 
and water. 

Superintendent of schools, 
Vince Maloney, said there is 
a very strong interest by 
many people in the use of 
this building, ‘If it sits 
vacant for any lengthoftime 
it will be subject to vandal- 
ism,’’ he added. Mr, Mal- 
oney felt part of the build- 
ing could be used for school 
use, with part of it being 
utilized by the community,

Sign appeals -

Council heard six appeals 
from developers and real- 
tors on the enforcement of 
the by-law governing place- 
ment of signs within the 
town, In the ensuing dis- 
cussions it was evident that 
council and the developers 
are well aware of both sides 
of the problem and will co- 
operate to work out satis- 
factory arrangements, Cou- 
factory arrangements, 
Councillors are concerned 
that signs do not obstruct 
traffic and are of good qual- 
ity, and that a proliferation 
of signs {is unsightly. The 
developers require signs 
that will enable people t 
find their sites with a min- 
imum of difficulty, Types 
involved are large project 
site signs, show home 
Signs and small directional 
arrow signs, 

The appeals were all up- 
held, subject to moving cere 
tain signs which are ob- 
structing traffic, and future 
appeals will be treated the 
same way, until work is 
completed on an overall re- 
view of signpolicy presently 
underway, The council is 
looking into proper direc- 
tional signs at the entrances 
to the town, combined signs 
in certain strategic areas 
where more than one devel- 
oper is involved and stan- 
dard regulations, which 
could be included in devel- 
opment agreements, Acome 
mittee of builders will be 
called upon to assist in the 
sign policy review, 

Some discussion of the 
budget control report took 
place. The report (to Sept. 
30) indicated that the town 
will be short of a budgeted 
surplus of $40,986 by about 
$2,500. Over expenditures 
occurred in three areas that 
the secretary-treasurer 
pointed out are ‘“‘by their 
nature beyond our control,’’ 
These were increases of 
$5,500 for RCMP contract 
accounts, $14,000 for gar- 
bage removal and a whopp- 
ing increase of $37,000 for 
welfare and health, Wel- 


fare grants were up by 
$17,200, 
Revenues were higher 


than budgeted for in some

The disadvantages include 
the noise factor, and, Mr, 
Maloney said, there is some 
danger of loss of control 
over students, especially in 
larger systems, Teachers 
working in open areas also 
require more preparation 
time, and this is more ex- 
pensive to thedistrict. Also, 
he said, personality clashes 
between teachers, and, to 
some extent between stud- 
ents, are more of aproblem 
in the open area school, 

On the plus side, the sup- 
erintendent said the open 
area breaks down the grade 
Structures and encourages 
greater use of library facil- 
ities, ‘‘Here, the learning 
situation is stressed more 
than the teaching situation - 
children learn by doing,” 
Mr. Maloney feels the at- 
mosphere in the open area 
is much more pleasant and 
noted that teachers at the 
Albert Lacombe extension 
are coming along very well, 
“But of course, {t does take 
a certain amount of time for 
the teachers and students to 
become fully familiarized 
with the system.’’

TOWN working qbout communication 


St. Albert Catholic school 
trustees expressed their 
concern at a communication 
problem which may exist 
between some parents and 
schools. Several trustees 
indicated at the November 15 
meeting of the board that 
they regularly receive calls

ents,’’ 

Mr. Maloney said that 
especially at the highschool 
level there is frequent com- 
munication between the 
school and the home.

“Whenever a student is In 
difficulty there are tele- 
phone calls made and re- 
gistered letters sent,’’ he 
told the board, 

The trustees and super- 
intendent agreed, however, 
there is always room for

ways to keep the parents 
better informed, 

*‘We want people to know 
that it is never an imposti- 
tion to call the school and 
arrange to speak with the 
teacher,’’ Mr, Maloney add- 
ed.

A great many people are concerned with welfare situation 
in this province and other parts of Canada because it 
does not appear that the huge sums being spent are getting 
to the root of the problem, 


There is no easy answer, but Senator David Croll and 
his committee have come up with some interesting 
figures on what welfare through various programs 
costs this country, 


He estimates we are now spending Six Billion Dollars 
each year. This includes direct welfare payments by 
all levels of government, old age pensions, etcetera, 
and the figure is due to rise even higher when revised 
unemployment insurance provisions come into effect in 
January, These latter changes will make what was orig- 
inally an insurance plan for those working, but temporar- 
fly unemployed, into a thinly disguised welfare pork 
barrel, 


The sad part of this welfare spending is that it does 
nothing for the 60 per cent of the poor in this country 
who are working. Too often these people are working 
for less money than they could get on welfare, Senator 
Croll points out that 60 per cent of the incomes of those 
earning less than $2,000 is now drained off in taxes, 
while those with incomes over $10,000 pay only 37 per 
cent in taxes, 


The Senate Committee would first have us recognize 
who the poor really are, After that they would introduce 
acomplex program with two major aims: to increase 
incomes for the poor, and at the same time to make it 
possible for the poor to earn more money, 


They propose a guaranteed annual income of $1,500 a 
year for every person past 40, rising to $6,500 for a 
10-member family, Persons under 40 would be assisted 
on proof of need, through a revised Canada Assistance 
Plan, Senator Croll claims this would recognize the 
real causes of poverty, and would encourage the poor 
to take productive work, 


The interesting thing about the proposal ts that it would 
not cost much more than we are already paying. In fact, 
he claims, with more efficient administration and elimina- 
tion of duplication, the new plan might cost even less, 
The senate committee has done a good job of work and 


their report is deserving of serious consideration by 
the public,

Mortgage 
rates 


Canadian housebuyers can 
thank the new Nixonomics 
for one thing at least: the 
U.S, money moves probably 
have stalled the rise in our 
mortgage rates, Beatrice 
Riddell reports in The Fin- 
ancial Post, President Nix- 
on’s startling economic 
package touched off a down- 
turn in U.S, bond yields, 
Because our credit markets 
are closely interrelated, 
that development helped 
boost bond prices here (low- 
ering Canadian bond yields), 

Now, the Financial Post 
writer says, if long-term 
bond yields continue to fall, 
our mortgage costs could 
edge down a little, But don’t 
count on an immediate, sub- 
stantial decline in mortgage 
rates. Traditionally, mort- 
gage rate changes lag be- 
hind changes in bond yields, 
If bond yields move lower-- 
and stay there -- more in- 
vestors will switch to mort- 
gages

One bright spot is the 
result of experiments car- 
ried out by several cities 
to judge the effects of using 
green polyethylene garbage 
bags for waste collection 
and refuse pollution control, 

These tests demonstrated 
that green garbage bags ime 
proved collection services, 
lowered sanitation budgets, 
raised morale of garbage 
collectors and lessened 
workload for householders 
fighting the homefront poll- 
ution battle, 

The trend to plastic gar- 
bage bags began in early 
1963 when a major test of 
the bags was held in a resl- 
dential district of 722 homes 


in Toronto’s Township of 
Scarborough, 

The municipality appro- 
ved the testing and supplied 
two plastic garbage bags 
per week to householders 
through its garbage collec- 
tion service, The product 
tested was Union Carbide’s 
opaque green plastic Poly- 
bag. 

The research project 
showed 89 per cent of the 
householders preferred dis- 
posable plastic bags to stan- 
dard metal garbage cans 
and, as a result, by-laws 
governing garbage disposal 
were amended to specific- 
ally permit the use of plas- 
tic bags of the type tested. 

A similar test in the City 
of New York had identical 
results, as did further tests 
throughout Canada and the 
States, 

Secured with twist tiles, 
the plastic garbage bags are 
odor-free and prevent spill- 
age and litter that results 
when winds, storms and anl- 
mals jar off lids of metal 
cans, As a result, fewer 
flies, as well as other in- 
sects, dogs, cats and sea- 


gulls, are attracted, 

Homeowners questioned 
in several test areas ree 
ported they preferred the 
plastic bags over paper bags 
or metal cans because of 
fly, spillage and leakage 
reduction, 

The bags were also cited 
for keeping neighborhoods 
neater before and after coll- 
ection, obscuring the gar- 
bage inside, blending in well 
with greenery, and elimina- 
ting up-ended, dented gar- 
bage cans and scattered lids 

Handling ease was anoth- 
er major asset claimed for 
the light-weight plastic gar- 
bage bags which end the 
need for garbage collectors 
to carry heavy metal gar- 
bage cans both to and from 
the truck, They are also 
easier to carry from home 
to pick-up point, Further 
homeowners pointed out that 
the plastic bags do away 
with the noise and clatter 
caused by garbage cans, 

the time and labor-saving 
assets of the bags are the 
prime reasons for their pre= 
ference by municipal sani- 
tation departments.

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Inflation is hurting farmers - 
delegates told at UGG convention | 


Mr, John Steven was in- 
terviewed on the United 
Grain Growers convention 
held recently in Calgary, 
when he was re-elected to 
the office for his 13th term 
as national director, re- 
presenting Alberta, 

It was the largest con- 
vention on record, with 310 
delegates registered for the 
65th annual meeting of UGG, 
representing 58,000 share- 
holders in Western Canada, 

Fourteen candidates vied 
for five vacancies in the 
board, in a lively election 
contest, From this district 
Mr. Walter Van de Walle 
let his name stand against 
Mr, Stevens and delegate 
representing Mearns UGG 
local was Mr, Art Staple- 
ton. 

In his annual president’s 
report, Mr. A. M, Runci- 
man of Winnipeg told dele- 
gates of the prairie based 
co-operative, that people 
who purchased land in the 
late 1960's, under long-term 
loans, are having difficulty, 
“due to the inflated land 
values created in part by 
easy credit policies,’’ He 
also stated that inflation Is 
hurting increased cash flow 
of farmers, and will cer- 
tainly cut benefits to grain 
farmers, Higher taxes and 
increased costs of mach- 
inery and consumer goods 
will diminish cash flow 
benefits, 

“Young farmers . . young 
people who already were 
actively farming. . will 
continue to leave the land, 
Others, chiefly older people 
who cannot sell or even 
rent their land, will be for- 
ced to work another year, 
at a profession that offers 
them little reward, and not 
even hope,’’ said Mr. Run- 
ciman, 

An all time record high 
in UGG grain handlings was 
also reported by the presi- 
dent.

10 per cent of those on re- 
stricted feed for the first 
24 weeks graded C-3, The 
dressing percentage of the 
steers on restricted diets 
was 57.1 compared with 59,7 
in the full-fed group; how- 
ever, the average backfat 
thickness of the full-fed 
group was one-fifth of an 
inch greater, Therefore, re- 
stricting feed for the first 
24 weeks produced leaner 
carcasses, which are now 
in demand, and thus yielded

When roughages are abun-
